F ailure o n the part o f a co n duc­ 
to r to o bey o rders was the cause o f 
a head-en d co llisio n o n the Illin o is 
C en tral railro ad between Iren e an d 
Perryville, III., early Sun day. The 
tw o train s were 
eastbo un d pas­ 
sen ger train No . 4 an d a thro ugh 
freight fro m Chicago go in g west. 
A s a result eight peo ple are deac. 
o r m issin g an d eleven in jured. 
A m o n g the dead are tw o en gi 
n eers, tw o firemen , a brakeman 
express messen ger, n ewsbo y an d a 
sectio n fo reman . 
T he train s met in a slight ben e 
in the track, bo th run n in g at full 
speed. 
T he smo ker, express an d 
baggage cars were piled o n the lo ­ 
co mo tives, 
pen n in g 
in the o c- 
cuparfts o f the smo kin g car. 
On ly 
half a do zen o ccupan ts o f that car 
escaped. 
The o thers v/pe pen n ed 
in , an d, if n o t in stan tly killed, 
were ro asted to death an d their 
bo dies, alo n g with tho se o f the 
en gin e crews, were en tirely co n ­ 
sumed. 
A ll effo rts o f the survivo rs to 
rescue the victims were un availin g. 
T he flames dro ve them back 
at 
every po in t. 
The tem perature was 
20 degrees belo w zero an d an icy 
w in d blo win g acro ss the prairie, 
the po in t where the wreck o ccurred 
bein g in a shallo w cut affo rdin g n o 
pro tectio n . 
The 
in jured 
were 
w itho ut hats an d w raps, an d suf­ 
fered terribly. 
By the un ited effo rts o f the sur­ 
vivo rs the way car was 
pushed 
back fro m the wreckage to escao e 
the flames, an d the wo un ded were 
placed o n the bun ks in side. 
T w o 
ho urs elapsed befo re an y relief 
was at han d. 
Then an en gin e ar­ 
rived fro m the east an d palled the 
w av car to Iren e, 
ten miles 
dis- 
tan t. 
J . W . H iggin s, gen eral superin ­ 
ten den t o f tran spo rtatio n o f the Il­ 
lin o is C en tral ro ad,places the blame 
fo r the wreck o n the co n ducto r an d 
en gin eer o f the freight train . They 
are said by M r. H iggin s to have 
diso beyed o rders, which were to 
sto p at Iren e, several miles east o f 
Perryville. 
M r. H iggin s said o f 
the wreck : 
“ It was a bad wreck, an d a la­ 
m en table acciden t. 
It was due to 
the fact that the en gin eer an d co n ­ 
ducto r o f the freight train failed to 
o bey o rders. 
The passen ger train 
was delayed by the co ld weather, 
an d it was three ho urs an d fo rty 
m in utes late when 
the freight 
train go in g cast reached Co leman , 
fo rty miles west o f Chicago . 
Co leman is the passin g po in t fo r 
the tw o train s. 
The co n ducto r 
an d en gin eer o f the freight train 
were in structed that the passen ger 
train was late, an d it was their 
duty to sidetrack at Iren e, which 
they n eglected to do .

M an y perso n s who sen d C hrist­ 
mas packages by mail do queer 
thin gs that add greatly to the 
tro ubles o f the po sto ffice o fficials 
durin g the o therwise happy C hrist­ 
mas seaso n , to say n o thin g o f the’ 
disappo in tm en t experien ced 
bo th 
by the sen ders an d the perso n s fo r 
who m the presen ts are in ten ded. 
The Christmas rush has already 
co mmen ced, says the Kan sas City 
Star, an d the o fficials, havin g in 
min d their past experien ce, have 
o ffered a few hin ts which 
thev 
ho pe will lessen the difficulties that 
arise fro m the mistakes by patro n s 
o f the po sto ffice. 
So me o f these 
mistakes are very o dd. 
‘ T can o n ly acco un t fo r them ,” 
said an o fficial 
the po sto ffice yes­ 
terday, “ by ihs theo ry that so me 
peiso n s who sen d Christmas pres­ 
en ts beco me excited an d absen t- 
min ded in thin kin g o f the jo yo us 
feelin g» they ho pe to in spire in the 
hearts o f tho se to who m they sen d 
their gifts, an d that they are dead 
to everythin g else except the hap­ 
py tli/Ughîs that arise fro m such 
acts o f kin dn ess an d lo ve 
So me 
packages that call fo r ten cen ts' 
po stage 
will 
have 
a two -cen t 
stamp o n them. 
I saw o n e wo man 
last year co me in to the o ffice, weigh 
her package carefully an d put the 
required po stage o n it. 
Then she 
carried it o ver to the mailin g w in ­ 
do w an d dro ppe<|it in witho ut put­ 
tin g an y address o n it. 
The pack­ 
age an d the wo man 
were bo th 
headed o ff an d the mistake co r­ 
rected. 
“ A n o tn er wo man fixed up her 
packages all right an d then dro pped 
her muff thro ugh the mailin g w in ­ 
do w. 
Frequen tly^ glo ves an d han d­ 
kerchiefs are thro w n thro ugh the 
win do w to the receivin g clerks, 
while the o wn ers walk co mplac­ 
en tly away w ith the packages they 
in ten ded to mail. 
W hen peo ple 
do thin gs like that it is n o wo n der 
that mistakes n o t so easily detected 
are made, 
an d then co mes o ur 
tro uble in tracin g the missin g ar­ 
ticles.” 
The po stmaster issues a special 
w arn in g to patro n s n o t to pile val­ 
uable packages o n the letter bo xes 
in the streets, as it in vites theft. 
A lready it has been n o ticed that 
several letterbo xes have been piled 
high w ith po ckages. 
It is safer to 
take them to the o ffice an d mail 
them. 
A n o ther very im po rtan t 
rule is that every perso n who mails 
a Christmas package sho uld write 
o n the package his o wn n ame an d 
address, w ith the wo rd “ fro m ” 
prefixed, so that it can be return ed 
to the sen der if the address o f the 
perso n to who m it is sen t is in co r­ 
rect o r o bliertated 
Mo st perso n s do n o t kn o w that 
packages an d papers, un like let­ 
ters, which are design ated as 
class m atter, are n o t

the in fo rmatio n that the backbo n e 
o f the presen t co ld wave has been 
bro ken . 
Fro m all o f the states in 
the far n o rthwest repo rts are that 
there has been a decided rise in the 
temperature, uio st o f them givin g 
readin gs bat slightly 
belo w 
the 
freezin g po in t. 
W ith the exceptio n o f Texas, re­ 
po rts in dicate so me abatemen t o f 
the co ld wave. 
In that state it 
sho ws n o sign s o f mo deratin g, an d 
the lo sses by death o f ran ge cattle, 
’t is expected, will be co n siderable. 
Sto ck ill man y po rtio n s o f that 
state are ill prepared to stan d the 
co ld weather, the dro ught o f fo ur 
mo n ths havin g impo verished the 
ran ges, m akin g it impo ssible fo r 
them to get en o ugh to eat. 
This 
has been a severe drain o n their 
stren gth, an d the co ld wave o ver­ 
takes them while their vitality is at 
a lo w ebb. 
Especially is this so 
with sto ck o wn ed by po o r farmers 
who can n o t affo id to pay the high 
price asked fo r feed. 
Thro ugho ut Illin o is a risin g tem­ 
perature 
is 
gen erally 
repo rted. 
Early o n Sun day mo rn in g Chicago 
thermo meters registered la belo w, 
in the even in g 3 belo w zero . 
A t 
W in chester the o fficial figures were 
12 belo w. 
N ear Cin cin n ati much sufferin g 
was repo rted alo n g the Ohio river, 
where flo o ds added to the disco m­ 
fo rt o f zero weather. 
In W estern 
Ohio , where n atural gas is used 
largely as fuel, the supply has di­ 
min ished, causin g much sufferin g. 
In W isco n sin , at Shebo ygan , 18 
degrees belo w zero was repo rted. 
Steamer men were badly fro zen 
while 
dischargin g their regular 
duties. 
Sto ck dealers in Kan sas repo rt 
co n ditio n s much impro ved, with 
fo recasts in dicatin g still further 
impro vemen t.
